London, May 31. — Speaking at 


Leeds, Lord Rosebery advised the 
leaders of the Liberal party to post- 
pone tiie announcement of the pro- 
gratas until there was some iramedi- 
ato prospect of getting them carried 
out. Lord Rosebery said the first and 
greatest question before the public 
was peace, which he believed would 
sc announced in a few days. He said 
ae hoped that all might be able to 
support the government's policy ot 
pacification, but warned his hearers 
that the ministry was not concluding 
icace with a crushed foe, to whom no 
iirther attention need be paid. The 
speaker said ha hoped the government 
•wouid be wise enough to adopt a gen- 
erous policy and convert brave foes 
nto brave friends. This certainly 
could not be done, said Rosebery, on 
he HDGS heretofore sketched by Lord 
Salisbury, the premier, who said: "A 
resolute government might be 
re- i 


quired for generations." 


Referring to the present financial 


policy of the government. Lord Rose- 
bery said he thought the tax on corn 
vas a prelude to a sort of zollverein 
throughout the empire. He'said'he 
could not summarily dismiss any pro- 
posal for the closer union of the Brit- 
ish empire, but that the advantages 
must be dcmonistrahly great to justify 
such a departure as a zollverein would 
necessitate, and that this departure 
would mean giving- up the control of 
Great Britain's financial system to the 
British colonies. 


A dispatch 
from Pretoria says: 


"Lord Mliner.the British high commis- 
sioner, left Pretoria for Johannesburg. 
The Boer delegates have also left the 
city and have returned to Vereen- 
iging, in Transvaal, the scene of the 
peace conference between the Boer 
delegations. The question of the re- 
tention of arms has been settled in a 
manner favorable to the Boers, whose 
contention that the occupants of out- 
lying farms would be exposed to dan- 
ger from attacks on the part of na- 
tives or -wild beasts was held to be 
•well grounded. 


Peace Secured. 


Brussels. May 31.—It is said here 


that the Boer delegates in Europe now 
admit that peace in Souih Africa has 
been secured, and that the settlement j 
betweei. the Boers and Great Britain 
will be signcn hi the names of the for- 
mer citizens of the two South African 
Rrtmihlirji whn fl.rf* nnw in Kurnnc in- 
cluding Mr. Kruger, thus preventing 
the irreconcilables from continuing- a 
guerrilla warfare oa the pretext that 
they are obeying the orders of Boer 
delegates in Europe.
